DR. ROUSH CAME OUT TO ASK THE REASON FOR HER VISIT AND SHE ADVISED HIM IT WAS HER KNEE. DR. 
ROUSH ASKED DET. WHAT HAPPENED, AND SHE TOLD HIM THERE WAS NO INJURY, AND THAT 

SOMETIMES "IT WAS KIND OF BOTHERING ME A LITTLE BIT" AND "I WOULD JUST HAVE AN ACHING FOR NO 
REASON". DR. ROUSH SAID HE WOULD GIVE HER SOMETHING FOR PAIN AND HAVE HER GET AN X-RAY AND

HE LOVES THE ONES WHO HAVE AN S AND WHEN HE GIVES THEM MEDICINE THEN THEY SAY IT'S A 9. SHE 
NEVER RELAYED TO HIM A NUMBER FROM THE PAIN CHART AS A PAIN SCORE FOR HER DURING THE VISIT. 



DR. ROUSH TOLD DET. THAT HE WOULD GIVE HER A STRONGER DOSE (OXYCODONE) ON HER NEXT 

VISIT IF SHE COMES BACK WITH AN XRAY, DR. ROUSH ADVISES HER THAT HE SEE'S WHERE SHE'S GOING 
WITH THIS (RETRIEVING OXYCODONE) AND ITS NOT OUT THE QUESTION. DR. ROUSH STATED THAT WE HAVE

DAYS SO HE CAN JUSTIFY GIVING HER 120 PILLS PER MONTH . 



DR. ROUSH SAID THAT IF HE GIVES HER MORE OXYCODONE THAT HE WOULD HAVE TO BRING THE 
HYDROCODONE (NORCO) DOWN AND THEN SAYS M IS THAT COOL?" DETECTIVE TOLD DR. ROUSH THAT 

SHE RAN OUT OF OXYCODONE AND AS SHE TOLD HIM BEFORE SHE ENDED UP GETTING SOME FROM A FRIEND, 
DR. ROUSH REPLIED "YOU HAD TO SERVICE HER, YOU HAD TO TURN TRICKS ON HER, DO TELL. I'M BOUND

SEE HIM. DETECTIVE ALSO PREVIOUSLY MENTIONED THAT SHE GOT SOME OXYCODONE PILLS FROM 

THIS SAME FRIEND. DR. ROUSH ASKED IF THE FRIEND HAD SOME KIND OF EVIDENCE THAT HE COULD 
CHARACTERIZE FOR HER APPOINTMENT. DETECTIVE ADVISED DR. ROUSH THAT HER FRIEND GETS HER 

PILLS FROM SOMEONE SHE WORKS WITH . DR, ROUSH SAID OK AND THAT HE UNDERSTANDS SHE IN NOT 
LEGALLY PRESCRIBED THE MEDICATION AND IS "SELF-MEDICATING". DR. ROUSH ASKED IF SHE HAD AN 
ADDICTION PROBLEM. DETECTIVE TOLD DR. ROUSH SHE WASN'T SURE WHAT HER SITUATION WAS . 



DETECTIVE TOLD DR. ROUSH THAT SHE UNDERSTANDS HE CAN'T JUST DO WHATEVER OR SEE 

WHOEVER, DR, ROUSH REPLIED THAT HE CAN DO WHATEVER BUT IF IT CAME INTO QUESTION BY THE 
MEDICAL BOARD, SHE WOULDN'T BE THERE TO TELL HIM HE'S A GREAT GUY. DR. ROUSH SAID THAT "HE

AND ASKS HER IF THAT'S WHAT SHE THINKS HE SHOULD WRITE. DETECTIVE ASKED DR. ROUSH IF 

HE COULD WRITE HER 120. DR. ROUSH THEN STATES THAT HE LOVES ALL THE POWER HE HAS AND SAID 
"WHAT ALL CAN YOU DO FOR ME", DETECTIVE ASKED DR. ROUSH, WHAT STRENGTH OF OXYCODONE HE 

WAS GOING TO WRITE HER. DR. ROUSH ADVISED HER 1QMG- DETECTIVE REPLIED THAT 120, 10MG 

OXYCODONE ISN'T THAT MUCH AND THAT THE 30 MG PILLS WOULD BE MORE. DR. ROUSH THEN SAYS TO 
DETECTIVE THAT THEY WOULD NEED SOME REAL PATHOLOGY FOR THAT. DR. ROUSH THEN REFERRED 

TO A SWAB THAT HE COULD COMPLETE TO SHOW HER ENZYMES (IT APPEARS THAT SWAB ENZYME ANALYSIS IS 
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AN ALTERNATIVE APPROACH TO THE MORE INVASIVE MUSCLE BIOPSY) , WHICH COULD MAKE A HANDFUL OF 
PILLS NOTHING TO HER. DETECTIVE RESPONDED BY SAYING "I THINK THAT'S MY PROBLEM SO I 

THINK WE SHOULD GO AHEAD AND GO WITH THAT". 



THIS TEST THAT DR. ROUSH IS REFERRING TO COSTS $20,000 USD. DR. ROUSH THEN STATES THAT 
DETECTIVE DOES NOT HAVE INSURANCE TO DO THE TEST, DETECTIVE THEN ASKS DR. ROUSH 

"CAN' T WE JUST SAY WE DID THAT?" (REFERRING TO THE SWAB TEST FOR ENZYMES ) , DR. ROUSH THEN

DR. ROUSH ASKS DETECTIVE IF SHE IS SELF-MEDICATING FOR THE PAIN, DR. ROUSE THEN SAYS 

"RIGHTTTT" [IN A SENSE COACHING HER TO SAY THAT SHE IS SELF-MEDICATING FOR PAIN) . DETECTIVE 
SAYS "SURE" IN RESPONSE TO DR, ROUSH' S STATEMENT. 



DETECTIVE THEN TELLS HIM THAT IS WHY SHE TOLD DR. ROUSH THAT SHE JUST WANTS TO BE 

"LEGIT", AND THAT SHE DOESN'T WANT TO GET IN TROUBLE (REFERRING TO NOT BUYING OXYCOCONE FROM 
THE STREETS) . DR. ROUSH REPLIED AND SAID "WELL, SO FAR SO GOOD SWEETHEART" . DR. ROUSH SAYS

HER WHAT HER PREVIOUS PRESCRIPTION WAS PRESCRIBED TO HER FOR. 

SAYS IT WAS SOMETHING TO DO WITH DENTAL. DR. ROUSH ASKS IF SHE HAD ORAL SURGERY. 
DETECTIVE SAID THAT IT WAS IN PATIENT, DR. ROUSH ASKED IF SOMEONE ACCOMPANIED HER 

BACK THERE. DETECTIVE SAID NO, AND ASKED WHY. DR. ROUSH ADVISED DETECTIVE 
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THAT WHEN PATIENTS GET SEDATED THEN THEY 
ALL HER ORIFICES HURT WHEN SHE WOKE UP.

THE OXYCODONE WEIGHED 6 GRAMS. 



AN EXPERT PAIN MANAGEMENT DOCTOR IN THE STATE OF FLORIDA REVIEWED A SYNOPSIS OF THE ABOVE 
OFFICE VISIT. THE DOCTOR RELAYED THAT HE WAS CONCERNED WITH THE DOCTORS STANDARD OF CARE 
PRACTICES AND THAT THEY CONSTITUTE PRACTICE WELL BELOW THE STANDARD OF CARE AND THAT THIS MAY 
EASILY RISE TO PRACTICE OUTSIDE THE EXPECTED AND ACCEPTED PRACTICE OF MEDICINE IF SUPPORTED 
BY FURTHER DOCUMENTATION. THE DOCTOR RELAYED THAT AFTER THE MEDICAL RECORDS ARE PROVIDED

DETAILED PROFESSIONAL OPINION.
